The Norris resolution for a constitutional 
amendment which would provide for the inaugura- 
tion of President and Vice President in January 
after their election, instead of in March, and which 
would convene congress on the first Monday in 
January after election, has been reported by a 
house committee.

The phrase is used in navy recruiting, and it has 
been criticized dy pacinists and radicals as untrue. 
The truth ig it is an tnderstatement, not an over- 
@tatement. The flavy is a traveling school, and 
there are very few schools on shore, if any, that 
an do for a youth what an enlistment in the navy 
can do for him physically, mentally, and morally. 

Every live young human being wants to “see 
the world.” In the navy he will see distant islands 
and strange peoples. But the phrase means more 
than that. If his cruising never took him away 
from the waters of his own land the bluejacket 
sees & Wide world in the life of the navy itself. 
For he becomes a part of a great organization of 
men, directed by science, making constant use of 
expert knowledge and of physical and moral 
torces, all related and demanding thought and char- 
acter to keep it in operating efficiency. It is a 
symbol of the modern world. It is a preparation 
for life in the world. 

One of the distinguished officers of the navy 
recently said: “I am prouder of what the navy is 
doing for young American manhood than I am of 
what I know the navy can do for the defense of 
our country in war.” Of the eighty-two newspaper 
editors who recently lived a month with the United

FLU EPIDEMICS. 
ISTORY teaches us that worldwide 
pandemics of influenza come 
about thirty years apart.

In laboratories all over the world bac- 
teriologists are trying to find the bac- 
terial cause of influenza. While they 
are working in that field others are 
Spying out other fields. The matter of

HUMIDIFYING AIR. 

H. A. L. writes: Note some of the 
letters in reference to humidifying the 
air. Here is one I have used for ten 
years. There is only, in rare instances, 
an air pipe coming out over fire door. 
Have a collar set in this space as large 
as top of casing will take. Have a cap 
made to go over same easy. Have tinner 
make a pan as wide as will go through 
this collar, and that will be four inches 
deep and big enough to set on dome of 
furnace. Pan has to be made of heavy 
iron with folded corners, as soldering 
will not hold. Fil this pan as needed. 
We find in six room bungalow that two 
to five gallons per day is O. K. Peo- 
ple refuark how warm our home is; 
we keep it at 68 to 70. ‘ 

We use a sprinkling can with the 
sprinkling head removed. If one wishes, 
can run small pipe through casing with 
a valve at least two feet from furnace. 
Put in an overflow pipe one inch 
diameter. Set a pail below and adjust 
so water crickles into pan. After full, 
they will find plenty of moisture.’ We 
find less bother to fill with sprinkler, 
as when low fire water overflows on 
floor, etc
